Galbraith P. Rodgers, first of tha 
birdmen to fly from ocean to ocean, 
fall to his death at Long Beach, near 
Loa Angeles, Cal 
Rodgers 
had 
been 
making trial 
flights daily in preparation 
for 
hii 
•astern engagements. Before he start 
ed into the air he tested his biplane 
carefully. It appeared to be In perfect 
condition«

•aid Rodgers, as he seated himself in 
the biplane. Waving his hands to his 
friends and casual speakers who had 
gathered, Rodgers rose 
swiftly and 
headed over the breakers. 
He was 
approximately 
200 
feet above 
the 
breaker line when the biplane, tilting 
sharply, 
began 
dropping. 
Rodgers 
made a frantic effort to head toward 
the pier, but was unable to control the 
plane and it fell into about two feet 
of water. 


The 
impact crushed the machine 
and Rodgers was caught beneath the 
wreckage. 
He suffered several frac­ 
tured ribs, internal injuries and possl- 
lby a broken neck. He lived scarcely 
three minutes, dying just «Is he was 
carried into a long bathhouse near the 
spot where he fell. 


President Plans to Save Millions. 
President Taft sent to congress his 
second message of the present year on 
economy and efficiency in the govern­ 
ment service. 
He recommended the 
passage of legislation designed to save 
niore than $11,000,000 annually. 


Probably his two most striking pro­ 
posals are that the local government 
offices in the treasury, postoffice, jus­ 
tice, interior and commerce and labor 
departments, be placed in the classi­ 
fied service, taking them out of poli­ 
tics, and that the revenue cutter ser­ 
vice be consolidated with the light­ 
house service in the department of 
commerce and labor. 


By the first change the president 
says congress could effect a saving of 
at least $10,000,000 annually and, al­ 
though in this message he gives no 
figures for the consolidation of the two 
services of the sea, in a previous mes­ 
sage on the same subject, he predicted 
economies that would total about $1,- 
000,000 yearly. 


The president closes his message 
with an appeal for the $200,000 appro­ 
priation necessary^ to 
support the 
economy and efficiency commission for 
another year, with $50,000 additional 
for the publication of the commission's 
findings.

Dying Man Kills Assailant. 


In a street duel M. A. Mclvnight, and 
W. C. Whitney, two business men of 
Beaumont, Texas, killed each other. 


Both men were building contractors. 
They had quarreled over work.

Knight was about sixty years old and 
Whitney about forty. Both men leave 
widows and families. 
McKnight shot 
first. 


Whitney fell dying, but as he sank 
to the ground he drew his pistol. With 
his last ounce of strength, Whitney 
raised 
the weapon and fired.

Knight dropped dead, shot through the 
heart.

State officials at Harrisburg, Pa., 
figure that the value of automobiles

Millionaire Jury Acquits Man. 


A coroner’s jury of wealthy and* 
prominent men of New York city, 
headed by George W. Perkins, the 
financier, was selected to sit at the in- 
guest into the death of J. Harry La* 
velle, who was shot and killed on 
March 22 at the home of Benjamin K 
Jackson, who is charged 
with 
the 
Ihooting. 
The jury includes George 
B. Cortelyou, former cabinet officer. 


After many witnesses had testifio] 
tfee jury was charged by the coroner, 
who laid stress on the fact that La^ 
velle was in Jackson's home at the 


committee which made the hazardous 
trip to Wyanoko to investigate stories 
of suffering. The reports were amply 
verified. 


In a church were found scores of 
sufferers who had taken refuge there 
when the flood descended. As the wa­ 
ter rose the refugees built scaffolding 
with the pews and thus kept their 
heads above the surface. On the high 
ground and in the attics of the houses 
near Wyanoke hundreds more victims 
were found. All were brought to Morn- 
phis. 


Refugees from the Modoc flood dis­ 
trict, south of Memphis, who had been 
brought to Memphis and to Heiena on 
Sunday, say there has been some life 
loss in that section. These reports are 
unverified and the mayor Helena sent 
an emphatic statement declaring that 
there had been no fatalities from the 
breaks south of his city. 


Unofficial estimates of the damage 
vary widely. Many persons who know 
every bend in the great river from 
New Orleans to Cairo say the pecu­ 
niary loss will amount to ten millions. 
Other persons equally conversant with 
the 
situation 
modify this estimate. 
Probably the heaviest specific 
loss 
must bo estimated in the destruction 
of homes, the loss of live stock and 
the damage to manufacturing plants 
in the upper flood district 


The number of fatalities has been 
small. Prompt warnings have preceded 
the river’s rise and residents of the 
threatened districts have been more 
or less alert. Probably thirty fatalities 
would meet the conservative total. 


There has, however, been tremen­ 
dous suffering among the homeless. 
Of the 30,000 dr more 
persons who 
have been driven forth by the raging 
tide, hundreds went hungry and with­ 
out water for many hours before suc­ 
cor reached them. 
Hundreds 
have 
been imprisoned on housetops, in the 
frees and anchored on rafts for long 
periods. Despite the ample warnings 
many of the Arkansas and Tennessee 
homesteaders remained by their prop­ 
erty till the last 
miri\ite and 
then 
scores of them were taken from their 
flood-iimposed pjaces of »refuge hall 
naked.

The meeting is to bo held 
on Saturday, and it is expected that 
the formal order will then be issued 
to ti* c men to return to work on Mon­ 
day.

Negro Cult Performed the Rite* e* 
“Human Sacrifice” and Whole Fam­ 
ilies Were Killed. 
In a most amazing confession, Clem­ 
entine Barnabet, a negress, under ar­ 
rest in Lafaytte, 
, cleared the mys­ 
tery that has surrounded the murder­ 
ers of seventeen negroes in western 
Louisiana, and has given clues which 
are expected to fix the guilt for eigh­ 
teen others in this state and Texas» 
which have been charged to the mys­ 
terious “axe man.’* 


From her tale, it appears she led a 
mysterious negro cult, the members of 
which performed the rites of "human 
sacrifice.'1 She declared she killed Sev- 
snteen of the victims with her owa 
hands, according to the police. 


The police declare Clementine told 
her talo of wholesale slaughter with 
so apparent appreciation that the tak­ 
ing of human life was a crime. 
She 
told her part in the thirty-five assas­ 
sinations, but declined to reveal the 
names of the mombers of the mysteri­ 
ous cult that helped her. 


Tho murders have been committed 
In the last year. As one series of kill­ 
ings was added to another in different 
towns of West Louisiana and South­ 
east Texas, the 
authorities decided 
one mind directed all. 
The mulatto 
confessed she was the directing head 
of the cult known as the “Church of 
the Sacrifice," which has for its creed 
the belief that by life sacrifice alone 
may a person gain immortality. 


Before 
engaging 
in any 
of 
the 
crimes, Clementine armed herself with 
x charm or amulet, which she got from 
a preacher, and which she and other 
members of her band were assured 
would protect them 
from the law. 
While the exact reason for the mur­ 
ders is not explained to the satisfac­ 
tion of the authorities, It Is believed 
that the weakened brains of Clemen­ 
tine and her companions were affected 
by the exhortations they had heard in 
the “Church of Sacrifice.” 


Most of the thirty-five assassinations 
were accomplished In the killing of 
families of thieo or four members at 
ine time. 
In every instance the mur- 
3er was committed at night. 
Tbe re­ 
ligious fanatics took possession of a 
cottage owned by a person marked for 
ilaughter, and a bloody orgy followed. 
80 far as can be determined, no mem-_ 
bers of the cult suffered death in any 
Df the ceremonies of sacrifice. 


She declared that she killed the four 
tnembers of the Randell family, who** 
met death here last November; four 
tnembers of the Andrus family, who 
tfere killed here a eyar ago last Feb­ 
ruary; five negroes at Rayne and four 
oegroes at Croatley. 
The other vic­ 
tims at Lake Charles and in Texas, 
ivho wer killed since her arrost, wero 
llain in exactly the same manner, and 
the authorities thing that they were 
rictims of the unnamed members of 
the bsnd of fanatics that aided her 
',n part of her bloody work. 


A peculiar feature of the case is 
that Raymond Barnett, her father, waa 
convicted of the murder of the An- 
irus family, she being the chief wit­ 
ness against him. 
Raymond was sen­ 
tenced to be hanged, but has been 
granted a new trial. She now declares 
that her father is entirely Innocent or 
the crime. 


Crushed by 700 Pounds of Stone. 
William Budge, a rigger, and an un­

Resources of Country. 


GENIUS AS HINDRANCE 


Few Really Great Have Madt 
Living by Their Pen. 


Actual Loss In Wages and Sustained 
in Care of Patients Is Enormous— 
Figures 
Here Are 
Result of 
Expert 
Investigation. 


An àotual money loss in wages and 
institutional care of $500,023 was sus* 
lained by the city of Boston and by 
S00 male consumptives studied by Dr. 
Edwin A. Locke and Dr. Cleaveland 
Floyd of the Out-Patient Department 
)f the Boston Consumptives' hospital. 
This is but one of many interesting 
sonclusions presented by these physi­ 
cians in the March Journal of tho Out- 
loor Life (New York), tho official or- 
jan of the National Association for 
.he Study aud Prevention of Tubercu- 
osis. 


In order to ascertain 
tho 
actual 
iconomic loss from tuberculosis, Drs. 
.iOcke and Floyd selected at random 
¡00 male cases, men who had visited 
he dispensary during the 
last 
five 
'ears. Two hundred and forty-four of 
;he case3 studied were dead when the 
nvestigation was begun and 256 wero 
iving. 
Over 41*per cent of the men 
¡vere between the ages of 20 and 39. 


It was found on May 1, 1911, the 
late of the inevstigation, that tho 244 
lead men had each lost oy an aver- 
ige of 58.03 weeks of work from the 
:ime of the onset of their disease un- 
M death. 
The average weekly rate 
)f wages of these men was $11.89 
md their total loss in wages amount­ 
ed to $170,965. 
The 256 living cases 
Bach lost on an average 89.3 weeks of 
tfork at an average wage of $11.38 
)r a total loss of $255,074, making 
$426,039 lost in wages alone by both 
groups. 


In addition to this large sum, it 
sost the city of Boston $73,984 to care 
’or these 500 men in its public hos­ 
pitals and 
other 
Institutions. 
This 
community loss is exclusive 
of 
the 
arge sums that were spent by private 
organizations on 406 out of the 500 
sases, 
Pour hundred and twenty-two 
)f the 500 men had families with an 
iverage of 4.32 members. 
Ccinment- 
ng on this phase of the problem, the 
nvestigators say: 


“The direct result on the family in- 
?ome of the disabality of thè chief 
Dread winner is well shown by the 
comparison of the total and average 
weekly income of ¿he 422 families be- 
!ore the onset of illness and after the 
beginning of the stage of completo 
Usability. 
In the first instance the 
total wekly income from all sources 
vvas $6,807.29, or an average of $17.50, 
while in the latter the total weekly 
.ncome was only $3,055.60, or an aver­ 
age of $7.S6, a decline of 65 per cent. 
Dne hundred and sixty families were 
without income of any sort during 
the period of complete disability of 
:he patient, while the total weekly 
ncome previous to this stago was 
11,877.75."

LAW MAKES THEM TAKE REST 


California Citizens Are Obliged to Ob- 
•erve at Least One Day Out 
of Every Seven.

A law requiring a weekly day of rest 
for every worker, no matter how em­ 
ployed, has been lifted from the limbo 
of forgotten statutes by the state la­ 
bor commissioner, John P, McLaugh­ 
lin, and may come to be enforced gen­ 
erally in California, 


Since 1S93 this law that would be 
revolutionary In its enforcement in all 
industries has laid dormant in 
the 
statute books. Recently the first con 
vlctiou, and even the first prosecution 
under it, was obtained by the labor 
commission. 


A Japanese proprietor of a moving 
picture theater was arrested for fail­ 
ure to give a girl employee a day off 
in the week, and in court 
pleaded 
guilty and was fined $10. 


It was not a prosecution under the 
eight-hour law for women, but under 
the statute of 19 years ago. Probably 
not a dozen employers in the state 
have "known of It» existence.

There is some complaint 
of pain and stiffness in the limbs and

what lightly as “growing pains." 
In 
all but the mildest cases 
there 
Is 
much less swelling of 
Joints 
than 
there would be in 
an 
adult, 
and, 
though there is some fever, the tem­ 
perature never reaches the high de­ 
grees common in attacks of rheumatic 
fever among grown people. 


Children of a rheumatic tendency 
are often liable to 
walk 
in 
their 
sleep, and they are frequently victims 
to severe headaches.

To Renovate a Black Coat. 


To freshen and renovate the black 
coat which is 
perfectly 
good for 
further wear but lacking In freshness, 
brush it thoroughly hung on a line, or 
oetter, on a coat form against a wall 
In the outside air. After every speck 
of superficial dust has thus been re­ 
moved, take a soft cloth of some black 
material, dip it in half a pint of gaso­ 
line, squeeze it a little and quickly go 
over the whole coat, rubbing lightly 
and paying special attention to any 
marks which may show on the cloth. 
Leave the coat in the outer air for 
some hours, that every trace of the 
gasoline odor may disappear; then, 
should any rusty marks show along 
the seam, or any glossy places be vis­ 
ible, sponge with a pint of strong cof­ 
fee (clear) containing a teaspoonful 
of ammonia. 
When nearly dry press 
on the wrong side with a hot Iron, or 
on the right side, using a cloth under 
the iron. The *coat will be wonderful­ 
ly freshened by this treatment.

Starch Which Does Not Stick. 


Straining starch is so troublesome, 
make starch fhat requires no strain­ 
ing. This is the way: 
Put on suffi­ 
cient clean water in a wide pan, and 
let it come to a hard boil. Meantime 
mix up your starch in cold water to 
the consistency of thick cream, taking 
care there are no lumps. 
When the 
water boils remove it from the fire 
and instantly stir into it the mixed 
starch. 
Keep stirring till it 
looks 
clear—the heat of the water will cook 
It without making a lump. A very lit­ 
tle lard, a quarter teaspoonful to the 
gallon of cooked starch, makes things 
iron a little smoother. 
But with or 
without, starch made thus does not 
stick to the iron. 
It is worth while, 
though, to rub the iron lightly over a 
paraflned cloth, to prevent any possi­ 
bility of smutting.

Retognfzlng the Difference Between a 
Salesman 
and an 
Ordertakcrf 
\ 
They Strive to Bring and 
I! 
KecP Their Force to 
. * 
the Top Notch. 


W hat Is the difference between 
a 
salesman and an 
ordertaker? 
The 
salesman can make 
sales, can 
con­ 
vince the prospective purchaser that 
the merchandise offered Is just what 
Mr. Buyer needs, and he has enough 
ginger everlastingly to keep on ham­ 
mering his convincing argument's into 
the mind of the prospective buyer as 
long as there is the slightest chance 
for a sale. 


The ordertaker usually is 
a 
man 
willing to remain in the 
store 
and 
make a sale if he can do so without 
much extra trouble. 


There you have the salesman and 
the ordertaker. 
The one is profitable 
to his firm, if employed; and, if in bus­ 
iness for himself, is usually succcesi- 
ful; the other is merely an expensive 
piece of furniture, if employed by 
others, while if he reaches the stage 
of being in business for himself it is 
seldom that he meets with financial 
success, and, as often happens, the 
sheriff closes the store. 


In a large business establishment 
the dead timber can be weeded out, 
but with the average dealer it is a 
problem to get good salesmen, and at 
times the dealer himself is one of the 
“dead ones.M 


Some big business men call periodi­ 
cal meetings of their 
entire 
sales 
force. At such gatherings the man at 
the helm tells his clerks and salesmen 
•exactly what he expects to accomplish 
during the coming month, year, or sea­ 


son, and he asks his men to extend 
their co-operation. 
He takes them in­ 
to his confidence and tells them of 
the handicaps and advantages that af­ 
fect the business. 


The results of a get together meet­ 
ing of this kind cannot be otherwise 
than an asset to the employer. 
The 
clerks hear of the future plans, know 
what is expected of them, and nine 
times out of ten they put a shoulder 
to the wheel and boost business, em­ 
ployer, and themselves. 


For example, we will suppose that 
you are a wide awake dealer in a 
small city. 
Last year's business was 
good, but in your own mind you can 
see that during the coming twelve 
months business could, with a little 
extra effort, be materially increased. 
Don’t you think that If you were to 
tell your sales force of the exact con­ 
ditions they would be more than will­ 
ing to help you Increase your sales? 


Your clerks may know the 
exact 
conditions as well as you do, but still 
they’ve got to be told. 
It Is up to 
you to make salesmen out of your or- 
dertakers, and the best way is to go 
after them good and hard. Make your 
statements plain and to the point. 
This creates enthusiasm, puts dollars 
into the merchant’s pockets, and in­ 
creases the annual business. 


Individual instances often 
require 
Individual attention. But this depends 
greatly on the stuff the merchant him­ 
self is made of. He cannot afford to 
belittle the work of his employes. If 
one of your clerks makes a sale where 
you yourself had given up hope or 
had fallen down because you did not 
handle the buyer right, give the clerk 
full credit for his work. 
He will ap­ 
preciate it and it will mean money in 
your pocket. 
Don’t try to think of 
excuses for your own failure. The fact 
is that you were unsuccessful, while 
your clerk, who, perhaps, knew better 
how to handle that individual custo­ 
mer, did make the sale. There Is no 
harm in telling him of his excellent 
work, and that you had personally 
failed.

TOO MANY PERSISTENTLY NEO

Of Course» All Are Not 
Endowed 
Alike, but One Can Always Make 
the Best of Things. 


It Is necessary tq. recognize thal 
what is difficult to one may not be 
difficult to another.

credit to the latter to do a thing he 
is endowed by nature to do, only as 
he has perfected nature by practice.

The nomination of Mahlon Pitney, 
chancellor of the state of New Jer­ 
sey, to be an associate justice of the 
United States Supreme Court, was 
sent to the senate the other day by 
President Taft. 
He will succeed the 
late John M. Harlan of Kentucky. 


The president also nominated Ju­ 
lius M. Meyer of New York city to be 
Judge of the United 
States 
district 
court for southern New York, 
and 
Ferdinand A. Geiger of Cassville, WIs., 
to be district judge for the eastern dis­ 
trict of Wisconsin. 


The statement that Chancellor Pit­ 
ney would be named as the successor 
of Justice John M. Harlan was made 
at the White House subsequent to a 
call by John W. Griggs, former attor­ 
ney-general of the United States, and 
a delegation of New Jersey lawyers, 
all of whom spoke of Judge Pitney in 
the highest terms. 


The fact that Mr. Taft would likely 
select Chancellor Pitney for the Su­ 
preme Court vacancy came as a surprise, and did not become known until 
the night previous to the nomination, and then it was discussed only among 
some of the president’s closest friends. Unusual efforts were made to guard 
the secret. 


Judge Pitney has already made a name for himself in state and national 
politics as congressman and president of« the New Jersey state senate. 


His elementary schooling was received in. his home town, after 
which 
he entered Princeton, from which he graduated in 1879. 
He received the 
degree of master of arts in 1S82 and that of doctor of laws in 1908.

a success compared to the man who 
worked alongside him as a clerk and 
who stuck to his original job Is now 
drawing a salary considerably In ex­ 
cess of $5,000 a year. 
Maybe thirty- 
five Is too low an age to fix as the 
limit for determining a man’s ability 
to succeed, but If he has reached that 
age without making a good start In 
the right direction he probably never 
will do so. 


Making a constant study of one’s 
work, no matter how unimportant It 
may seem, Is another 
fundamental 
principle of success. 
There Is room 
for Improvement In every line, and 
the man who takes enough Interest In 
his Job to try to do things better 
every day Is the one who will climb 
. the fastest. 
Of course It Is under­ 
stood that courtesy and honesty are 
absolutely essential. 
So 
Is 
good 
health, and It is to the Interest of 
every employer as well as to the em­ 
ploye for the latter to be in the best 
possible physical condition. 


I don’t know of any one rule for ac­ 
quiring success that will apply to all 
cases, but I believe that the points I 
hav# outlined are of chief Importance 
In attaining that end in commercial 
careers. 


In a nutshell, my recipe for success 
calls for "the right sort of man, work­ 
ing for the right sort of employer.” 
Together they will make each other 
successful.

There are hundreds of men in every 
large city v/ho are partners in the con­ 
cerns where ihey once worked as em­ 
ployes.

ars. These things are seldom heard of 
in Europe 
There a man Is willing to 
ihare honors with his own family and 
relative?, but be would laugh at the 
iuggestlon of taking one of his own 
impJoyes into his ncm. 


A chain Is only as strong as its 
weakest link, and vast business ma­ 
chinery is 
frequently dependent for 
smooth running upon exceedingly ob­ 
scure cogs. 
A large manufacturing 
concern of the middle west recently 
learned the truth of that statement by 
costly experience. 


Anticipating a large demand for its 
product, the firm bought heavily of 
raw material, extending several short 
time notes to pay for it. 
And then, 
almost simultaneously with its deliv­ 
ery, came a sudden announcement of 
the formation of a great “trust” in the 
purchasing 
field. 
That 
meant, of 
course, that Instead of there being 
numerous 
markets 
that 
could 
be 
shared with competitors, the unfortun­ 
ate manufacturers found themselves 
face to face with the necessity for 
securing the entire business 
of 
the 
combination—or going to the wall. 


The entire sales force was ordered 
to work, and the resulting campaign 
was one that 
for 
sheer 
brilliance 
would be difficult to surpass, 
It was 
particularly ticklish work, not onl 
because of the keenness of compet 
tlon but because the personal equa­ 
tion figured so strongly. The product 
of one manufacturer was essentially 
no better than that of another, and 
the outcome of the solicitation depend­ 
ed chiefly upon demonstration of ade­ 
quate service in the handling of the 
goods.

odor exactly like that of attar of roses, 
which is worth about five cents a drop 
wholesale. 
It has taken him

years to perfect the process. He also 
produces a violet perfume, but this Is 
not a commercial success yet because 
it has a pink color and of course the 
ladies will not have a perfume which 
dyes their handkerchiefs.

The Lerot and the Snake. 


Every one has heard of the remarka­ 
ble combats of tho Indian mongoose 
with venomous snakes, in which little 
rikki-tikki-tavi comes off victor. 
Tho 
fact that the mongoose invariably sur­ 
vives has led to the suggestion that it 
is immune to snake poison. Other ani­ 
mals said to bo immune are the pig 
and the hedgehog. 
The experiments 
of British naturalists show that an 
animal of the dormouse family must 
be added to the list of the immune. 
This animal is known as the lerot and 
is said to fight fiercely with vipers. 
Large doses of viper’s poison were in­ 
jected into one lerot, from which in­ 
jection no ill effects followed. 
On one 
occasion a lerot was bitten badly in 
the eye by a viper, and no signs of 
poisoning occurred. 
There can, it is 
O I. thought, be no doubt that the lerot ia 
immune to snake poison.

Gold Beaters’ Skin. 


A cheap substitute is much desired 
, for goldbeaters* skin, which is prepar- 
I e(1 from the outside membrane of the 
large intestine of the ox. 
It is said 
that goldbeaters first tried paper for 
inclosing the metal, 
and mulberry 
fiber paper is still used in China and 
Japan, but animal parchment has been 
mostly employed for two or three cen­ 
turies at least. 
While a thinner leaf 
can be beaten out between paper 
parchment sheets, it is damaged by 
adhesion. 
A special German paper is 
coated with isinglass or albumen, and 
paper parchment of some kind is much 
used in the first stages, but goldbeat­ 
ers finish their product between gold­ 
beaters* skins, still pounding an ounce 
of gold into 200 square inches of leaf.— 
New York Tribune.

Stirring stories of the rescue of the 
refugees in the floodswept territory o 
upper Arkansas have reached Mem 
phis. 
One thousand or more persons 
marooned 
in 
Wyanoke, Ark., were 
brought to Memphis, rescued through 
the initiative of a Memphis citizens 
committee which made the hazardou 
trip to AYyanoko to investigate stories 
of suffering. The reports were amply 
verified. 


In a church were found scores of 
sufferers who had taken refuge there 
when the Hood descended. As the wa- 
ter rose the refugees built scaffolding 
with the pews and thus kept their 
heads above the surface. On the high 
ground and in the attics of the houses 
near Wyanoke hundreds more victims 
were found. All were brought to Mom- 
phis. 


Refugees from the Modoc flood dis- 
trict, south of Memphis, who had been 
brought to Memphis and to Heiena on 
Sunday, say there has been some life 
loss in that section. These reports are 
unverified and the mayor Helena sent 
an emphatic statement declaring that 
there had been no fatalities from the 
breaks south of his city. 


Unofficial estimates of the damage 
vary widely. Many persons who know 
every bend in the great river from 
New Orleans to Cairo say the pecu- 
niary loss will amount to ten millions. 
Other persons equally conversant with 
the

modify this estimate. 
Probably the heaviest 
specific 
loss 
must be estimated In the destruction 
of homes, the loss of live stock and 
the damage to manufacturing plants 
in the upper flood district.

LAW MAKES THEM TAKE REST 


California Citizens Are Obliged to Ob- 
serve at Least One Day Out 
of Every Seven, 


A law requiring a weekly day of rest 
for every worker, no matter how em- 
ployed, has been lifted from the limbo 
of forgotten statutes by the state la- 
bor commissioner, John P, McLaugh- 
lin, and may come to be enforced gen- 
erally in California, 


Since 1S93 this law that would 
be 
revolutionary In Its enforcement in all 
Industries has laid dormant In 
the 
statute books. 
Recently the first con 
viction, and even the first prosecution 
under It, was obtained by the labor 
commission. 


A Japanese proprietor of a moving 
picture theater was arrested for fail- 
ure to give a girl employee a day off 
in the week, and In court 
pleaded 
guilty and was fined |10. 


It was not a prosecution under the 
eight-hour law for women, but under 
the statute of 19 years ago. 
Probably 
not a dozen employers in the slate 
havelcnown of Its existence. 
It was 
so completely forgotten that H 
was 
misplaced tu the codes,

An actual money loss in wages and 
tistitutional care of $500,023 was sus- 
lalnod by the city of Boston and by 
500 male consumptives studied by Dr.

This Is but one of many interesting 
conclusions presented by these physi- 
iians in the March Journal of the Out- 
loor Life (New York), the official or- 
jan of the National Association for 
.he Study aud Prevention of Tubercu- 
osls. 


In order to ascertain 
the 
actual 
iconomic loss from tuberculosis, Drs. 
-iocke and Floyd selected at random 
500 male cases, men who had visited 
he dispensary during the 
last 
five 
''ears. 
Two hundred and forty-four of 
;he cases studied were dead when the 
nvestigation was begun and 256 were 
giving. 
Over 41 »per cent of the men 
Vere between the ages of 20 and 39. 


It was found on May 1, 1911, the 
late of the inevstigatlon, that the 244 
lead men had each lost oq an aver- 
ige of 58.03 weeks of work from the 
:lme of the onset of their disease un- 
J1 death. 
The average weekly rate 
)f wages of these men was $11.89 
ind their total loss in wages amount- 
sd to $170,965. 
The 256 living cases 
iach lost on an average 89.3 week» of 
A^ork at an average wage of $11.38 
5r a total loss of $265,074, making 
M2G,039 lost in wages alone by both 
groups. 


In addition to this large sum, it 
iost the city of Boston $73.984 to care 
'or these 500 men in its public hos- 
pitals and 
other 
institutions. 
This 
community loss is exclusive 
of 
the 
arge sums that were spent by private 
organizations on 406 out of the 500 
cases. 
Four hundred and twenty-two 
)f the 500 men had families with an 
iverage of 4.32 members. 
Cc.nment- 
ng on tills phase of the problem, the 
nvestigators say;

There Is some complaint 
of pain and stiffness In the limbs and 
these are frequently

what lightly as "growing pains." 
In 
all but the mildest cases 
there 
Is 
much less swelling of 
Joints 
than 
there 
would be in 
an 
adult, 
and, 
though there Is some fever, the tem- 
perature never reaches the high de- 
grees common In attacks of rheumatic 
fever among grown people. 


Children of a rheumatic 
tendency 
are often liable to 
walk 
In 
their 
sleep, and they are frequently victims 
to severe headaches.

When the washing and ironing of 
silk is so easily done there is prob- 
ably nothing fo practical and useful as 
the silk waists. 
When preparing to 
wash silk waists separate them into 
colors, putting the white ones alone. 
Soap Jelly is easily prepared, and Is a 
valuable help. 
It should DDt bo kept 
for longer than a week, as It soon 
loses its strength. 


Have ready three bowls of luke- 
warm water, and into two of thorn 
place some of the soap Jelly. 
In the 
first bath plunge the waist, having the 
right 
side uppermost. 
Squeeze 
the 
soapy water gently through the fabric, 
keeping it well under the water, and 
paying epeoial attention to the neck, 
wristbands and armholos. 
When the 
waist Is well washed in the llrst water 
squeeze the water out of It. 
Never 
wring the garment. 
Turn it on/ the 
wrong side aud ivpeat the process of 
washing in the second bath of soapy 
wat<>r. 
Squeeze "when 
well 
washed. 
Shake and rinse in clean, warm wa- 
ter to remove the soap. 
Then rinse 
in cold water, and if possible in run- 
ning water. 
In order to make white 
silk a good color rinse In blue water. 
Silk must bo ironed while quite damp 
or it will hav« a rough, unfinished ap- 
pearance. 
Use a modoratoly hot iron 
and place a piece of muslin between it 
and the right side of the silk. 
It has 
been found that a hot iron yellows 
silk and glvoa a crimped, rough ap- 
pearance. 
Iron the silk to give it a 
good, gloss. 
Lace trimmings on 
tho 
waist should always be ironed on the 
wrong side, as lace is never supposed 
to have a gloss.

To Renovate a Black Coat. 


To freshen and renovate the black 
coat which is 
perfectly 
good for 
further v/ear but lacking in freshness, 
brush it thoroughly hung on a line, or 
oetter, on a coat form against a wall 
In the outside air. After every speck 
of superficial dust has thus been re- 
moved, take a soft cloth of some black 
material, dip it in half a pint of gaso- 
line, squeeze it a little and quickly go 
over the whole coat, rubbing lightly 
and paying special attention to any 
marks which may show on the cloth. 
Leave the coat In the outer air for 
some hours, that every trace of tho 
gasoline odor may disappear; 
then, 
should any rusty marks show along 
the seam, or any glossy places be vis- 
ible, sponge with a pint of strong cof- 
fee (clear) containing a teaspoonful 
of ammonia. 
When nearly dry press 
on the wrong side with a hot iron, or 
on the right side, using a cloth under 
the iron. 
Tlie 'coat will be wonderful- 
ly freshened by this treatment.

Starch Which Does Not Stick. 


Straining starch is so troublesome, 
make starch that requires no strain- 
ing. 
This is the way: 
Put on suffi- 
cient clean water In a wide pan, and 
let it come to a hard boil. 
Meantime 
mix up your starch In cold water to 
the consistency of thick cream, taking 
care there are no lumps. 
When the 
water boils remove It from the firo 
and Instantly stir into it the mixed 
starch. 
Keep stirring till it 
looks 
cleai^—the heat of the water will cook 
It without making a lump. A very lit- 
tle lard, a quarter teaspoonful to the 
gallon of cooked starch, makes things 
Iron a little smoother. 
But with or 
without, starch made thus does not 
stick to the iron. 
It Is worth while, 
though, to rub the iron lightly over a 
paraflned cloth, to prevent any possi- 
bility of smutting.

mering his convincing argument's into 
the mind of the prospective buyer as 
long as there is the slightest chance 
for a sale. 


The ordertaker usually is 
a 
man 
willing to remain in the 
store 
and 
make a sale if he can do so without 
much extra trouble. 


There you have the salesman and 
the ordertaker. 
The one is profltable 
to his firm, if employed; and, if in bus- 
iness for himself, is usually succcesf^ 
ful; the other is merely an expensive 
piece 
of 
furniture, if employed 
by 
others, while if he reaches the stage 
" of being in business for himself it is 
seldom that he meets with 
financial 
success, and, as often happens, tbe 
sheriff closes the store. 


In a large business 
establishment 
the dead timber can be weeded out, 
but with the average dealer it is a 
problem to get good salesmen, and at 
times the dealer himself is one of the 
ydead ones." 
^ Some big business men call periodi- 
cal meetings of their 
entire 
sales 
force. At such gatherings the man at 
the helm tells his clerks and salesmen 
•exactly what he expects to accomplish 
^during the coming month, year, or sea- 


For example, we will suppose that 
you are a wide awake dealer in a 


son, and he asks his men to extend 
their cooperation. 
He takes them in- 
to his confidence and tells them of 
the handicaps and advantages that af- 
fect the business. 


The results of a get together meet- 
ing of this kind cannot be otherwise 
than an asset to the employer. 
The 
clerks hear of the future plans, know 
what is expected of them, and nine 
times out of ten they put a shoulder 
to the wheel and boost business, em- 
ployer, and themselves.

Last year's business was 
good, but In your own mind you can 
see that during the coming 
twelve 
months business could, with a little 
extra effort, be materially increased. 
Don't you think that If you were to 
tell your sales force of the exact con- 
ditions they would be more than will- 
ing to help you increase your sales? 


Your clerks may know the 
exact 
conditions as well as you do, but still 
they've got to be told. 
It Is up to 
you to make salesmen out of your or- 
dertakers, and the best way is to go 
after them good and hard. Make your 
statements 
plain and to the 
point 
This creates enthusiasm, puts dollars 
Into the merchant's pockets, and in- 
creases the annual business. 


Individual instances often 
require 
Individual attention. But this depends 
greatly on the stuff the merchant him- 
self is made of. He cannot afford to 
belittle the work of his employes. 
If 
one of your clerks makes a sale where 
you yourself had given up hope or 
had fallen down because you did not 
handle the buyer right, give the clerk 
full credit for his work. 
He will ap- 
preciate it and it will mean money in 
your pocket. 
Don't try to think of 
excuses for your own failure. The fact 
is that you wore unsuccessful, while 
your clerk, who, perhaps, knew better 
how to handle that individual custo- 
mer, did make the sale. 
There is no 
harm in telling him of his excellent 
work, and that you had 
personally 
failed.

flve Is too low an age to fix as the 
limit for determining a man's ability 
to succeed, but If he has reached that 
age without making a good start in 
the right direction he probably never 
will do so. 


Making a constant study of one's 
work, no matter how unimportant it 
may seem, is another 
fundamental 
principle of success. 
There is room 
for improvement in every line, and 
tbe man who takes enough Interest In 
his Job to try to do things 
better 
every day is the one who will climb

Of course it is under- 
stood that courtesy and honesty arc 
absolutelyj essential. 
So

good 
health, and it is to the interest of 
every employer as well as to the em- 
ploye for the latter to be in the best 
possible physical condition.

A chain Is only as strong as its 
weakest link, and vast business ma- 
chinery Is 
frequently dependent for 
smooth running upon exceedingly ob- 
scure cogs. 
A large 
manufacturing 
concern of the middle west recently 
learned the truth of that statement by 
costly experience. 


Anticipating a large demand for its 
product, the firm bought heavily of 
raw material, extending several short 
time notes to pay for It. 
And then, 
almost simultaneously with its deliv- 
ery, came a sudden announcement of 
the formation of a great "trust" In the 
purchasing- 
field. 
That 
meant, of 
course, that instead of there 
being 
numerous 
markets 
that 
could 
bo 
shared with competitors, the unfortun- 
ate manufacturers found 
themselves 
face to face with the necessity for 
securing the entire business 
of 
the 
combination—or ^olng to the wall, 


The entire sales force was ordered 
to work, and the resulting campaign 
was one that 
for 
sheer 
brilliance 
would be dlflicult to surpass. 
It was 
particularly ticklish work, not onl 
because of the keenness of compet 
tlon but because the personal equa- 
tion figured so strongly. 
The product 
of one manufacturer was essentially 
no better than that of another, and 
the outcome of the solicitation depend- 
ed chiefly upon demonstration of ade- 
quate service in the handling of the 
goods. 
The campaign was tactfully 
handled along those lines, with steady 
Insistence upon "personal attention," 
and dlay by day 
the

Perfume From Kerosene, 


After knowing how many scores of 
dyes, 
flavors, 
e^a, can be produced 
from common coal tar it is not sur- 
prising to iearn that P. M, Short, an 
English chemist, has lately succeeded 
in extracting attar of roses, oil of vio- 
lets 
and 
other 
delightful perfumes 
from kerosene oil. 
He hit on his dis- 
covery by accident, while experiment- 
ing with liquid air. 
Kerosene oil re- 
mains liquid at all natural tempera- 
tures. but it 
s easily frozen by the 
aid of fiquli aTr and can be made into 
candles. 
In this process Mr, Short ttO- 
tlced 
that after freezing the oil 
a 
Blight residue was left which had an 
odor exactly like that of attar of roses, 
which is worth about five cents a drop 
wholesale. 
It has taken 
him 
four 
years to perfect the process, 
produces a violet perfume, but this Is 
not a commercial success yet because 
It has a pink color and of course the 
ladles will not have a perfume which 
dyes their handkerchiefs.

Supreme Court,

sent to the senate the other day by 
President Taft. 
He will succeed the 
late John M. Harlan of Kentucky. 


The president also nominated 
Ju- 
lius M, Meyer of New York city to be 
Judge of the 
United 
States 
district 
court for southern 
New 
York, 
and 
Ferdinand A. Gelger of Cassvllle, Wis., 
to be district Judge for the eastern dis- 
trict of Wisconsin. 


The statement that Chancellor Pit- 
ney would be named as the successor 
of Justice John M. Harlan was made 
at the White House subsequent to a 
call by John W. Griggs, former attor- 
ney-general of the United States, and 
a delegation of New Jersey lawyers, 
all of whom spoke of Judge Pitney in 
the highest terms. 


The fact that Mr, Taft would likely 
select Chancellor Pitney for the Su- 
preme Court vacancy came as a surprise, and did not become known until 
the night previous to the nomination, and then it was discussed only among 
some of the president's closest friends. Unusual efforts were made to guard 
the secret. 


Judge Pitney has already made a name for himself in state and national 
politics as congressman and president of-the New Jersey state senate. 


His elementary schooling was received in. his home town, after 
which 
he entered Princeton, from which he graduated In 1879. 
He received the 
degree of master of arts in 1882 and that of doctor of laws in 1908.

RUNJ^ROCKS 


steamer Ontario Wins Tlirllllni 


Race For Land. 


CREW STAYS Oil VESSEL 


{The Passenger« Were Taken Off at 


Montauk Point, While Fire Raflta 
In Veisel's Hold, 
I 


The steamship Ontario, of the Mer- 
»chantB* and Mariners' line, boimd from 
Baltlmoi*o to Boston, was beached a 
mile and a half west of the Montauk 
Point light at Montauk, L. L, with her 
forward hold crammed with burning 
bales of cotton. 


Her tliirty passengers were taken 
o ffand carried In a tug to New Lon- 
don. Her crew and Captain W. J. Bond 
are atill aboard, throwing smouldering 
cotton and kegs of rosin into the sea 
and lowering the rest of her cargo 
into JighterB. They think th^ nre is 
under fontrol and that the ship will 
be sated and 
floated. 


An episode that had the elemeuis of 
a real catastrophe turned out to be 
mostly picturesque. 
The passengers 
had time to dress and depart with all 
their baggage. A breeches buoy, rigged 
by the life savors of the Dutch Plain 
station, was not needed for tihem. They 
were lowered without fuss in two of 
the ship's boats and transferred with- 
out mishap to the tug Tasco, which 
took them to New London to continue 
their way to Boston. 


The 
only person 
hurt was a life 
saver, David H. Miller, while he was 
holding a stake that was to make fast 
the land end of the breeches buoy 
cable. He was hit by an axehead that 
flew off ita handle. 
The axe blade 
sashed hU forehead over the right 
eye. 


The Ontario captain, steering his 
ship straight for shore, with his eyes 
smarting from the smoke that swept 
up throug-h the forward hatch and 
back into the pilot houae, could not 
have picked a more desolate spot for 
beaching. The vessel Ilea on an even 
Iceel about 300 feeb from the only 
stretch of beach in this region that is 
not clean sand. 
The shore there la 
eluttered with rock ranging from peb- 
bles to boulders. Back of this rock, a 
forbidding collection, rises a bluff 100 
feet high, in whose 
soft soil great 
rifts have been made by the wave« 
and tide. 


When the Ontario 
w « beached 
there was only one landsman a wit- 
ness to the event. This lone witness 
of the ship's distress wa« David Mil- 
ler, the life saver who was later hurt. 
He was patrolling the beach in the 
rain when he saw a faint glow on the 
ocean off to the southeast. Squinting 
through the drizzle, he saw a rocket 
rise brightly and fade and that was 
enough for Miller. He rushed to a lit- 
tle hut that shelters a government 
telephone and called up his mates at 
the Dutch Plain station. 


From the telephone he ran to the 
brink of the cliff and shot up a rocket, 
which meant: "Your signal is seen 
and aid will come as soon ae possi- 
ble." 


The Ontario drew nearer, the smoke 
spouting from her forward hatch, with 
now and then a gleam of red from the 
flames in the cotton below. She was 
headed for the 
nearest 
land. Dead 
Man's Bend. Meantime the life savem 
that Miller bad summoned had arrived 
on the scene. 


The 
steamship struck gently and 
rested easily. 
The Ontario's passen- 
gers were standing beside the ship's 
boats, surrounded by their belongings, 
ready to be rescued. 


When the fir^, was first discovered 
they had been summoned to the main 
saloon and locked in. There the cap- 
tain had tol dthem that there was no 
immediate danger and that the ship 
was sure to be beached before the 
flames could possibly burst through 
the compartment filled with cotton. So 
when the 
Ontario was beached the 
thirty passengers fttod there on the 
upper deck. I n o tug Tasco had ar- 
rived and the passengers were trans- 
ferred.

Head Crushed With an Axe. 


Michael Sparrett, sixty years old, a 
terge 
captain employed by the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, was found murdered 
on his barge at the foot of eleventh 
#treet in the Hudson river. New York, 
His hands were tied behind him and 
bis bead had b^en bfrttered in with an 
axe. 


Floretta Whaley. who eloped from 
Hnmpatead C years ago when Ifi years old, 
with Rev. Jere K. Cooke, rector of St. 
GeorRo EpSscopal Church, and a former 
Gettysburg College atudent and town beau, 
returned to the home of her ijrandmother 
in Hempstead, L. L, Wednesday, with 
the explanation that she was homesick for 
old friends and relatives. 
Cooke did not 
accompany her, and she stayed only a 
short time, returning to New York, where 
she joined the excommunicated clergy- 
man. The former minister and the girl 
who renounced her family for his sake 
came liast from San Francisco, where thoy 
have been living since the elopement on 
Mar, 5, 1906. for a short visit that Floretta 
might see her relatives. When Cooke and 
the girl left Hempstead he deserted his 
wife, who was a member of a prominent 
and well to-do family in Hartford, Conn. 
Miss Whaley will shortly inherit more 
than $25,000 from her father's estate and 
upon the death of her grandmother, Mrs. 
Kaziah Whaley, of Hempstead, she will 
recieve about $50,000 more. Cooke has 
gone into the decorating busineea in San 
Francisco and prospered. Mr. Cooke came 
from Hagerstown, and was educated for 
the ministry at Gettysburg and Middle- 
town, Conn.
